Let lha People Beware. 


While many people are beginning (o open their eyes to the 


dangers of centralization in government, the tendency toward 
which is utterly opposed by this paper, as its readers hardly 
need (o be told, the pressure lo bring practically all the affairs 
of the country' under the direct control of the federal govern- 
ment continues and proves the necessity of standing on guard 
if that unwholesome consummation is to be prevented. 


The latest move in (his direction—though not admitted to 


be such—is a move for "uniform state laws." This is being 
pushed by the Commissioners on Uniform State Laws now in 
session at San Francisco, members being.present from every 
state and from the.various United States possessions. 


To this gathering there has 'been proposed a program em- 


bracing "uniform state laws for the regulation of aviation, 
establishment of joint parental guardianship of children, pro- 
lection of illegitimate children, establishment of declaratory 
judgments, extradition of persons charged with crime and the 
creation of uniform commercial acts." 


One does nol need a magnifying glass to see that if such a 


program as this is ever adopted Ihe sovereignty of the stales 
will"be virtually a thing of the past. 
If is an effort lo mould 


Ihe nation iulo one compact mass, thfc states retaining little but 
their names. 
This is entirely contrary to the principles on 


which this republic was founded, and.if such a change is evei 
effected it will mean the end qf (he United Slales of America as 
that term has been understood up lo this time, and as il will 
continue (o be understood unless (lie people have lost their 
stamina and their sense of the eler'nal fitness of things. 


This is a very large country and within its vast borders arc 


widely varying conditions; '-The principle of local self-govern- 
ment is the corner stone of the nation, and if that is ever re- 
moved there will follow conditions which it is not pleasant lo 
contemplate.

Any attempt to bring these slates under "uniform laws" is 


dangerous and must be so recognized by those who have (lie 
interests of the nation at heart. If all states are lo have uni- 
form laws, who is to make them? 
Who is lo decide how 


illegitimate children are to be cared for, how men charged with 
crime are to be extradited, how commercial matters shall be 
regulated and how numberless other things shall be done when 
ihs hands'of .the slates are tied behind (hem under a system of 
''uniform laws"? 
Whal'would Ihe legislatures have to do, 


and what .would be.(heir powers under this arrangement? It 
would be as sensible (6 urge uniform city charters in order 
that neonle of the cities could feel al home in any municipality 
in the land. 


Cities have (heir individual needs and slates.have their in- 


dividual needs, and all talk about bringing them lo.a common 
level and wiping out aJI individual initiative should be resented 
Iry a people that has had the advantages of local self-govern- 
jnenf and knows what those advantages are worth. 


The drift away from the'original system has gone too fa 


ni'eady, as this amazing proposition plainly proves.

flame is wliite or yellow, the 
mixture of gas and air entering 
ihe burner is imperfect.

the air shutter on the railing 
lube, or, in extreme cases, by 
adjusting die size of the ga. 
orifice. 


A yellow flame is wasteful 


Furthermore, it deposits sool 
at the bottom of pots and pans 
If you have a coil-type wal^r 
healer, see that the coils ate 
Itcpt free, from soot by brush- 
ing tlicin at frequent intervals. 
The soot acts as an insulator, 
and considerably more gas is 
required to get hot yater than 
when the coils are clean. 


Of course, wilh dirty, greasy 


burners you can not expect to 
obtain maximum resulls from 
your gas service. It is just as 
necessary lo clean gas burners 
as it is to clean windows,
